Ach ey ,* a member of tin* grand jury , 
asserted a bribe of $2,000 and

for

of 
May or Joh n L. Duvall of Indiana­ 
polis. 
Upon th e basis of th e 
affidavit, 
Prosecutor Remy asked 
disch arge 
of th e entire grand jury . 
Th e offer, according to th e affida­ 
vit, was made and later with drawn 
by Jam es E. Armitage, form er mem­ 
ber of th e board of public safety 
in Indianapolis. 
Judge Jam es A. 
Collins 
of th e 
criminal court took under 
advise­ 
ment Rcmy ’s req uest to dismiss th e 
grand jury . Th e grand jury session 
was adjourned until Monday , 
wh en 
Judge Collins will rule on th e mo­ 
tion. 
“ 1 was approach ed by Jam es A r­ 
mitage,” 
said 
Ach ey 's 
affidavit, 
“ and Armitage asked me to favor 
Joh n L. Duvall, m ay or of Indiana­ 
polis, regardless of wh at th e 
evi­ 
dence was. 
“ He wanted me not to indict Du­

tion down. Th e last time I saw A r­ 
mitage h e said th e proposition h ad 
fallen th rough and th at h e could not 
fulfill th e agreement. 
“ He said th ere would be oth er 
members on th e grand jury to go 
with mo. ITo said somoono h ad g o t­ 
ten th em to go with mo and th at two 
members on th e grand jury would 
bo all th at was necessary ."

Grah am stressed th e fact th at 
carelessness play ed a big 
part 
in 
th e number of fires in America. lie 
compared th e fire losses in America 
with th ose of England, France and 
oth er foreign countries, and Am er­ 
ica by fa r h as much th e larger 
fire 
loss, wh ich Air. Grah am pointed out 
was due mostly to carelessness. 
Ho sh owed th at th e fire loss in In­ 
diana, since h e h ad been 
employ ed 
with th e fire m arsh al’s office for six 
vears, h ad reach ed $50,000,000. He 
spoke of a slogan wh ich h e 
urged, 
“ Keep th e Home Fires From B urn­ 
ing,” and also “ Cut th e fire 
loss 
down in Indiana from $8 ,600,000 
a 
y ear to four million dollars, wh ere 
it belongs.” 
Air. Grah am in conclusion 
sum ­ 
marized th e greatest of fire h azards 
in Indiana, so fa r as 
damage 
is 
concerned. Th e greatest ot th ese, h e 
listed as dry cleaning plants, or any 
concern th at h as th e storage of li­ 
q uid ex plosives, and especially g as­ 
oline. 
Th e second h azard, h e said, 
was 
th ose places th at stored dry 
ex ­ 
plosives, such as dy namite. Th e mo­ 
tion picture th eatres came nex t, h e 
said due to th e h igh ly ex plosive films 
wh ich are in use.

He 
compared, the fire losses in America 
with_ those of England, Prance and 
other foreign countries, and Amer- 
ica by far has much the larger fire 
loss, which Mr. Graham pointed out 
•was due mostly to .carelessness. 


He showed that the fire loss in In- 


diana, since he had -been employed 
with the fire marshal's office for six 
years, had reached^ $50,000,000. He 
spoke of a slogan which he urged, 
"Keep the Home Fires From Burn- 
ing," and also ''Cut the fire loss 
down in Indiana from $8,600,000 a 
year to four million dollars, where 
it belongs." 


Mr. Graham .in conclusion sum- 


marized the greatest of fire hazards 
in Indiana, so far as 
damage is 


concerned. The greatest of these, he 
listed as dry cleaning plants, or any 
concern that has'the storage of li- 
quid explosives, and especially gas- 
oline. 


The second hazard, he said, was 


those places that stored, dry 
ex- 


plosives, such as dynamite. The mo- 
tion picture theatres came next, he 
said due to the highly explosive films 
which-are in use.

TJ7A S H INGTON — Senator 
"^ Bdtah'8 prediction that GOT- 
«rnor Al Smith of New York 
would tarn prohibitionist if he 
were nominated for the presidency 
serves to emphasize all over again 
the confusion that continues to 
reign in .the Democratic party. 


It must have been noted ere 


this that''three'men conceded 
good chances (or the Democratic 
nomination—Smith, Senator Jim 
Reed and Governor Ritchie of 
Maryland—are all wets and that 
the only outstanding dry candi- 
date, W. G: McAdoo. is generally 
conceded to .have lost strength. 


Yet H will be admitted that the 


backbone ot the Democratic party, 
the south and west, is dry. 


And considering that fact, it 


dose seem a little early to blot the 
crusading Mr. McAdoo from the 
picture without offering someone 
else at least equally as strong to 
stand as the hope of the Demo- 
cratic drys. 


The confusion within the party 


ranks is only matched by the con- 
fusion of the innocent bystander-- 
who observes that there are some 
forty-odd creeds in the party-when 
' 1928 is discussed and that each 
faction insists that its own meth- 
od is the only way to save the 
party. 


Straddle Is Predicted 


The one thing that seems most 


unlikely at this time is that the 
party will nominate a wet candi- 
date and ran him on a wet plat- 
form. Some of the most astute 


politicians declare that the party 
would promptly split into two fac- 
tions if any ' such course were 
adopted. 


Most political experts seem to 


think that there will be a wet 
candidate on a straddling plat- 
form and that the issue will be 
soft-pedalled as effectually as pos- 
sible.

There are numerous substantial 


Democrats who will tell yon that 
the party! is nearly all set to side- 
track both Smith and McAdoo and 
agree on'• strong candidate. But 
there are" a surprising number of
